WE ARE EVOLVING 

Even in the short span of one 
generation, there are noticeable dif- 
young people” that cursed the ma¬ 
jority of gatherings a generation 
ago ?

New Laboratory Built to Investigate 
J This Menace 

The new laboratory which has been 
built at Edmonton for Research in 
Root-rot, is the main centre of root- 
rot investigations in the West. The 
personnel of this new Edmonton La¬ 
boratory includes employees of the 
University, of the National Research 
Council and of the Dominion Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture—the first time 
representatives of all three have 
been brought together in one labor¬ 
atory for a. joint attack on a single 
problem. In Alberta the rot menace 
to roots, flourishes as a much great¬ 
er menace than stem rust. Rot is 
supposed to thrive particularly in the 
lich black loam soil, which, covers 
such an area of the province. Stem 
rust alone costs the Dominion about 
20 million bushels of wheat a year, 
but great progress has been made in 
combatting it. Gr'eat results are hop 
ed frqm this new laboratory at Ed- 
monton. The attack on root rot is 
| on the same principle as that on rust, 
i but presents various differences of 
detail, which will be investigated; 
thoroughly. The laboratory Ts" well 
fitted. It is divided into six roopis, 
each with independent temperature 
control and with powerful artificial 
lighting. Root-rot organisms are 
strongly influenced by temperature 
and experiments will be possible ov¬ 
er a wide temperature range. The 
1 artificial lighting is of special value 
allowing the plant breeder to grow 
an extra generation of plants during 
. the winter. Special equipment has 
been purchased for this investigation 
by the National Research.

October production in Turner Val- I 
ley as indicated by deliveries to the 
Imperial Oil refinery, and to the Re¬ 
gal Oil refinery, was 31,507 barrels 
of oil of all kinds. This production 
j was somewhat lower than the figure 
for September when the total was 
stated to be 39,014. While the total 
crude oil production was more than 
2,000 bis. greater than in September, 
the crude naptha production was less 
by nearly 10,000 barrels. The differ¬ 
ence in the crude naptha production 
was largely due to the failure of 
Royalite No. 8 to produce last month 
and Dalhousie No. 1 yielded only 135 
barrels compared with 6,700 in Sep¬ 
tember. 

Ulinios - Alberta delivered nearly 
2,500 barrels and' produced 2,675 bar¬ 
rels, while Spooner Oils delivered 
about 1,300 barrels and the McDoug- 
all-Segur well yielded about the 
same as the previous month, 360 bar¬ 
rels. McLeod wells delivered only 
609 barrels of naptha in October as 
compared with more .than 2,000 in 
September, but the crude flow was 
doubled. Some of JJyese wells will 
; produce more in November as their 
present production is increased. Vul- 
' can is also producing now at the rate 
j of about 65 barrels a day, while its 
flush production has been 140 barrels 
a day.

Heating has risen by stages until 
the winter holds only a mild terror. 
Houses are built and warmed to suit 
individual tastes. The country is no 
longer snowbound. Year by year, a 
greater mildage of open road through 
heaviest snowfall is being attained, i 

Some headway has been made in 
safeguarding fruit growing countries 
against early frosts. Systematic ‘ 
methods of orchard heating are be¬ 
ing perfected. And the weather bur¬ 
eaus, which until recently were, only 
fairly reliable, are now able to give 
accurate advance information as to 
the intensity of coming frosts. In 
the spring season of great floods, ac¬ 
curate forecasts may be made of dif¬ 
ferent rivers. Though this is far 
from complete as yet, man-has done 
something to minimize wholesale dis* 
aster by building leyees, by a system 
of river rising prediction, and by im¬ 
mediate systematic relief for inun¬ 
dated country. In all of this the tele¬ 
phone and telegraph play great part 

The warm months- of the year 
bring lightning and hail. Lightning I 
deflectors have reached high state of j 
perfection. To stem the hail ’ disas¬ 
ters millions of pounds of explosives 
have been discharged, without any 
definite Result. And mankind has 
had to resort after all to'the system 
of “hail insurance.” In tornado belts 
much progress has been made <by 
building structures with automatic i 
vents to relieve internal pressure on 
walls, and to withstand the onslought 
Every home too, has its underground 
refuge. 

Heat itself—the intense heat ol j 
midsummer-—has been relieved in ci j 
ties by supplying artificially cooled < 
air to buildings, and the simple elec¬ 
tric fan has its place. While it seems 
folly to look forward to a time, when j 
man will ever be said to have con¬ 
quered the savage rages of nature, I 
yet steadily by variou s faUc^ces he is j 
becoming less a victim and more able 
to avert wholesale irreparable disas¬ 
ter.
